Dulles Cautions 
Against Optimism 
In Big 4 Meeting 


COLUMBIA, S. C. 'IP — Secre­ 
tary of State John Foster Dulles 
said today he doubts whether the 
coming Big Four meeting will im­ 
mediately 
“ relax” 
international 
tensions as Russia is claiming. 
However, he said he hopes the 
heads-of-state meeting will “ serve 
to 
identify the 
present causes of 
tension and set a course 
which 
may. lead to elminating threats to 
peace and freedom." 
In cautioning Americans not to 
expect too much from tho forth­ 
coming 
conference, 
Dulles said: 
“ We shall need tor some time yet 
to live as a nation that is in peril. 
That is the only prudent course to 
follow.”
